‘Moratorium’ says Hay 






Trustees tieup 


By JOHN F. ROBERTS 


Normal propriety of the 
California State Senate would 
call for confirmation without 


too much fuss of a governor’s 
appointments to the State 
College and University Board of 
Trustees. But last week this was 
not the case. The State Senate 
Rules Committee, the body that 
must first consider appointments 
to the board sort of raised one 
eyebrow and delayed the 
confirmation of the latest two 
‘Reagan candidates Sacramento 
Real Estate Developer Roy T. 
Brophy, and Piedmont attorney 
Frank P. Adams. The two wil 
serve on the board on an interim 
basis until some final action is 
taken by the senate 

The nominations are null and 
void if the senate takes no action 
by the end of this regular session 
of the legislature, or if the senate 
refuses confirmation. The two 
serve on the board until that 
time 

interestingly enougn, the 
possibility of their not being 
confirmed is a_ very real 
possibility. Senate Rules 
Committee member, and 
President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate James Mills (D) San 
Diego, has all ready made it 
known that he will vote against 
both men. Retiring Senator 
Stephen P. Teale, (D) Rail Road 


Flate, Calaveras County, has 
indicated he will vote for 
Brophy, but against Adams 


Mills has vowed he will bring the 
matter up for consideration 
again 

The other three Rules 
Committee members, Senator 
Joseph Kennick (D) Long Beach, 
Senator Robert Lagomarisno (R) 
Ventura, and Senator Robert 
Stevens (R) Los Angeles are 
unknown entities at this time 

But the Rules Committee will 
consider two more Reagan 
appointees to the board this 
week. Jeannette Ritchie of 
Menlo Park, and Robert Beaver 
of Los Angeles come before the 
committee for recommendation 
tomorrow 

Reagan has appointed four of 
the sixteen members to the state 
college board, none have been 
representatives of minority 
groups. There is presently only 
one Black on the board, Trustee 
Edward O. Lee, who was 


appointed by Democratic 
Governor Edmund G. Brown. 
Trustees serve eight year terms 

In considering the 
appointments of Brophy and 
Adams the committee heard 
from 13 witnesses, including 
CSESPA State College student 
lobbyist Joe Hay, a former 
ASSSC President. Hay called for 
a “moratorium” on _ further 
appointments to the board until 
such time as the governor begins 
to appoint members that are 
more representative of the 
population of California 
ethnically, socially, and 
geographically. In talking with 
Hay, he suggested that a change 


in the procedure of the 
appointment of trustees might 
be in order, citing New York 
State where the trustees are 


appointed by the legislature, or 
perhaps the out and out election 
of the trustees by the people of 
California The moratorium 
suggested by Hay would give the 
joint legislative committee on 
education headed up by San 
Jose Democratic Assemblyman 
John Vasconcellos, more time to 
consider the procedural changes 
of the appointment of trustees 


In addition to Hay’s 
testimony, Pat Holliday, of 
NOW (National Organization of 
Women) testified saying that 
NOW would like to see more 
women appointed to the board. 

Adams, a former president of 


the California Republican 
Assembly, on having the 
committee delay his 


appointment, complained that 
the committee didn’t know him 
as an individual. Brophy pleaded 
his case saying that he knew 
what poverty was like because 
he had worked his way through 
school and had since gone 
through the Horatio § Alger 
success and hard work syndrome 
and made bucks as a _ land 
developer. But United Professors 
of California spokesman Arthur 
Bierman called the two 
unrepresentative of California's 
population, noting that of the 
16 trustees all but two are 
“Republicans, older people, rich 
and white,” most are politically 
conservative, and unaware of the 
problems of minorities and 
students

The elections board, to avoid 
the difficulties of yesterday's 
confrontation have adopted the 
following procedures to be used 
in tomorrow’s — session the 
plaintiffs will make their 
opening statement, the defense 
shall then do likewise. The 
plaintiffs will present their case, 
followed by the defendants 
Finally both the plaintiffs and 
defendants will present 
summation arguments 

To avoid additional confusion 
the Elections Board has added 
that they will recognize for 
speaking purposes only litigants 
in the case and recognized 
“friends of the court’? who have 
filed supporting statements.

Frustration 


Editor, the Hornet 

It is with a great feeling of 
frustration that I read the 
commentary “Air War and 
Student Strike” in the April 21 
issue of the State Hornet. The 
sentence, “The ever-rising 
trajectory of the war began to 
turn downward” is particularly 
disturbing. Worse, it is simply 
not true 

The “trajectory of the war” 
has never turned downward; past 
student protests have managed 
to commit the U.S. government 


to a policy of ground-troop 
withdrawal only. The bombing 
never stopped, the killing of 


people never 
stopped-it escalated. Prior to 
the recent bombings in the 
north, Indochinese casualties 
increased from 90,000 a month 
under Johnson to 130,000 a 
month under Nixon; pentagon 
figures show a monthly bombing 
tonnage of 67,000 under 
Johnson compared to 90,000 
under Nixon. Since Nixon took 
office, the Plain of Jars in 
northeastern Laos, once a 
thriving community of 50,000, 
has been reduced by American 
bombing to a deserted 
wasteland. The bombing in the 
north cannot be = accurately 
viewed as a recent escalation in a 
wound-down war. Nixon is not 
and was never ending the war 
The current bombing is a 
continuation of the escalation of 
the air war that has taken place 
since Nixon took office 

! write because I believe we 
must not repeat the failure of 
the Cambodian protests. We 
must not be satisfied with 
ending an escalation, this time 
the bombing of the north. Our 
commitment must go further- to 
the removal of all American 
troops, to the cessation of 
American bombing in Laos, 
Cambodia, and Vietnam, and to 
the end of the war

Students to study abroad 


Forty Sacramento State 
College students have been 
selected for study abroad in nine 
nations throughout the world, 
Dr. Preston Stegenga, Director 
of the International Center at 
Sacramento state College, 
announced today 

The students, all of whom are 
ipper division and graduate 
students, will be spending a year 
in study in a foreign university 
earning academic credits which 
will be applicable toward an 
undergraduate or graduate 
degree at Sacramento State 
College. The students are part of 
the 375 who have been selected 
from throughout the 
19-campuses in the California 
State University and Colleges 
system, Stegenga said 

This will mark the tenth year 
that the program has been in 
existence.
